The standard of public taste has 
risen within recent ‘years with 
such ‘remarkable rapidity that al- 
ready there is a serlous shortage 
of writers’ of first-class ability in 
the. film world. In addition to 
these difficulties, film producers 
fee] that this is the first year in 
thelr experience in which they 
can anticipate no outstanding ‘po-

Filmgoers should remember that 
film producers were first fully or-
